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If the superintendent of schools 
signs the three-year contract ap- 
proved by the School Committee, it 
will be his last three years working 
in the Andover school system. 

Annual salary increases are 
spelled out in Dr. Kenneth Seifert’s 
pending contract. Next year’s in- 
crease is 6.9 percent, raising his sal- 
ary to about $79,000 a year. 

Seifert, who has been superinten- 
dent of schools for 19% years, is in 
the final stages of reviewing the con- 
tract. “I am satisfied with it,” he 
said. 

The School Committee voted 
unanimously (with the exception of 
committee member Susan Poore, 
who was absent from the meeting) 
to approve the contract at its Tues- 
day night meeting. 

The contract is retroactive to 
July, 1988, and effective until June 
30, 1991, at which time Seifert’s 
terms of employment would be com- 
plete—after 22 years as Andover su- 
perintendent. 


The advantages of a three-year, 
rather than a one-year contract, are 
twofold, according to School Com- 
mittee Chairman Donald Robb. 

The committee doesn’t have to go 
through the negotiating process ev- 
ery year. 

And there’s the possibility the su- 
perintendent will receive a bonus if 
he meets specific goals set by the 
School Committee, Robb said. 

A three-year contract, Seifert 
said, is advantageous for future 
planning. It will enable the School 
Committee to prepare for the sepa- 
ration and make the transition will 
be smooth, he said. 

“Tt sets up a time frame for the 
committee to find the next superin- 
tendent of schools,” said Robb. This, 
he said, will lead to an orderly tran- 
sition. 

The contract becomes effective 
after Seifert signs it. 

“This is no golden handshake...,’” 
Seifert said. “I think it’s mutually 
beneficial.”

Haverhill Line To Undergo Work 


Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority General Man- 
ager James F. O’Leary announced a $1 million contract with the 
National Railroad Passenger Corp. (AMTRAK) to perform track 
and signal work on the Haverhill line of the commuter rail sys- 
tem and increase clearances along the runaround track of the 
Wellington Tunnel in Medford. 

The runaround track avoids the Wellington Tunnel, which 


does not have the proper clearances to allow the authority to . 


operate its newer and larger locomotives through it; consequent- 
ly, only older locomotives are in service on the Haverhill line. 
Although the authority plans to eit the tunnel in the future, 
current plans call for interim use of the runaround track. 

In order for the new locomotives to use the runaround track, 
AMTRAK will correct clearances at three locations under this 
contract: the canopy at Malden Station, the Clifton Street Bridge 
and the overhead pedestrian bridge at Oak Grove. In addition, 
trackwork, signal replacement and installation of fencing will be 
carried out along the runaround track. 

Use of the authority’s new diesel locomotives will result in 
higher mechanical reliability and improved service levels on the 
Haverhill line. The MBTA recently received 26 new locomotives 
and 107 new coaches, all of which have been placed in service. 

An additional 56 passenger coaches will be delivered and 
placed into service between July and December, 1989. The 
MBTA is in the process of hiring a manufacturer to produce 75 
double-deck passenger coaches for the commuter rail system, 
with an option to purchase 70 more in the future. Ridership on 
the commuter rail system has increased 100 percent since 1982.

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Ghosts Of Christmases Past 


Holiday Spirit Crosses Cultures

Christmastime brings to mind family, friends, lov- 
ing and sharing—a time to forget your troubles and 
appreciate what you have. 

Most of my Christmases have been spent with my 
family. Except for one. 

It was the Christmas of 1984 and the culmination of 
my semester studying in Luxembourg—that small 
country nestled between Germany, France and Swit- 
zerland. 

Unlike other Christmases spent in front of a crack- 
ling fire in the warmth of my home, I was in Salz- 
burg, Austria, with three friends. 

We arrived by train on Dec. 24 and scouted out a 
place to stay. 'Tis the season, we decided, to splurge 
and stay in a “real hotel,” rather than the youth hos- 
tels and bed and baths we had frequented in the past. 

One of our best gifts came when we discovered our 
rooms were equipped with a personal bathroom, a 
shower curtain, a telephone and, most importantly, a 
trayful of homemade Christmas cookies. 

The day was spent exploring the city and taking a 
Sound of Music tour, which led us up into the coun- 
try’s magnificent mountains and to the small village 
where Mozart was born. 

Our holiday celebration took place that evening. 

We pulled our finest clothes from our backpacks, 
which at best were not a pair of jeans, and headed to 
the hotel dining room for Christmas dinner. 

The traditional meal of turkey, mashed potatoes, 
stuffing and cranberries, was complemented by the 
atmosphere. 

An amalgam of cultures was represented in the 
room. Frenchmen and Finns sat to our right, Spa- 
niards and Greeks to the left. And, in front of us, sat 
an American couple visiting from Spain, where they

had been living for a few years. Like us, it was their 
first Christmas without their family. 


Together, we shared some stories, laughs and their 


favorite aperitif—brandy. Though we had not yet ac- 
quired a taste for that more mature liquor, it was a 
nice way to toast the Christmas season. 


Not only did we share the holiday spirit with fellow 


Americans, but we also celebrated with people from 
all over the world. 


A table of Finns began singing a familiar tune, 


with unfamiliar words. In turn, all of the tables 
chimed in, using their native language to spread the 
Christmas spirit. Within minutes, everyone, Ameri- 
cans, French, Greeks, Spaniards and Finns, were 
holding hands and chanting Christmas songs. 


We were sharing the meaning of Christmas—fami- 


ly, friends, loving and sharing—with those who were 
near. 


Our singing didn’t stop after we left the hotel that 


evening. Singing our favorite songs, like “Rudolph 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer” and ‘Frosty the Snow- 
man,” my friends and I made our way through the 
streets of Salzburg to midnight Mass at St. Peter’s 
Cathedral. 


Again, as was the case so many times during my 


European travels, I entered a room filled with people 
who spoke a different language, but, who, nonethe- 
less, I understood in some unusual and special way. 


To this day, that experience leaves me with a new 
comprehension of people and places far away. 

An understanding that people are people, regard- 
less of their nationality, color or religion. 

And it makes me wonder why there are so many 
conflicts in the world. A world full of people—just like 
me and you. 


Christmas is always a lavish affair at 
my parents’ house. 

They deck the halls, the yard—and any- 
thing else that doesn’t move. The fire- 
place mantel is swaddled in bands of 
green garland. Mistletoe hangs from 
about five different places so you're al- 
ways in danger of being kissed. 

Trimming the tree is a ritual worthy of 
the Vatican. My mother has it rigged so 
that the ornaments decrease in size as 
they near the top. The dips of the tinsel 
are measurably precise. 

They always leave the placement of the 
treetop angel to me, a job earned by vir- 
tue of being the youngest—and one I 
would gladly give up to my older siblings. 
That ladder gets more wobbly every 
year. 

My mother’s sense of the order of 
things isn’t exclusive to decorating the 
house. She spends hours in the kitchen 
like a mad chemist, mixing and stirring 
concoctions, presiding over steaming 
vats. The smell of cinnamon and almond 
infuses the house and stays there until 
Epiphany. 

A lot of it has been made ahead of time 
and set aside in the freezer, and she has 
never figured out why the number of days 
til Christmas and the number of goodies 
left in the freezer is inversely proportion-

The new lab is adjacent to the 23-sta- 
tion Apple lab on the second floor. With 
the addition of the ninth grade this year, 
Principal Wilbur Hixon believed that it 
was important to create a new lab in or- 
der to accommodate the larger student 
population.

Police Report 22 Accidents In 10 Months At Corner 


When the accidents at Bartlet and Chestnut 
streets near Town Hall rose from three to eight in 
a year’s time, the police department took notice. 
When that number skyrocketed to 22 through 10 
ae of this year, Chief James Johnson took 
action. 

After listening to Johnson describe the dangers 
of the intersection, the Board of Selectmen Mon- 
day night decided to install four-way stop signs 
and eliminate five ae rking spots. 

Although Chris Holmes, former chairman of 
the now-defunct town parking committee, urged 
the selectmen to start with the stop signs and 
eliminate parking only if neccesary, the board 
agreed with Johnson. 

After concluding a recent study of the intersec-

tion, Johnson said his police found ‘“‘that by elimi- 
nating parking spaces, you increase the field of 
view.” 

The problem, he said, is that cars inching for- 
ward from the stop signs on Bartlet street can’t 
see oncoming traffic until halfway into the inter- 
section. 

Vehicles driving down Chestnut have a ‘‘clear 
tunnel of vision’’ to the stoplight at Chestnut and 
Main Street. “With no hills involved’ and know- 
ing that cars on Barlet have a two-way stop sign, 
“these cars are just flying,” said Johnson. 

The department’s research showed more acci- 
dents at the peak commuters of noon, 2, 4 and 5 


p.m. 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony backed the 


four-way stop sign, saying ‘‘the rest of the world 
copes very well with four-way stops. The com- 
tree doesn’t. This is a-good way to control 

Johnson said the stop signs could be in place 
sometime shortly after the holiday season. 

As for cutting back on parking, the chief sug- 
gested posting Hees wari signs until ‘‘the public 
gets educated” at least through the winter 
months. 

What little discussion there was between the 
selectmen focused on Johnson’s recommendation 
to eliminate seven parking spots. The selectmen 
quickly decided to cut back five spaces and voted 
unanimously to make the intersection a four-way 
stop corner.

An Andover man is among 11 artists 
whose work will be included in an upcom- 
ing exhibit on the tradition of portraiture 
in New England.

“Holy Family Hospital’s social service 
department recommends when a person 
will need the system upon discharge, and 
Frontline Ambulance handles the instal- 
lation of the equipment,” Kelleher added. 

There is a one-time $25 installation 
charge for Lifeguard and a $20 monthly 
subscriber fee. ‘This fee structure makes 
the system available to those in need at a 
more reasonable cost than other local 
emergency response programs,” said Do- 
rothy Winn, coordinator of the town’s Eld- 
er Affairs. Winn also coordinates the 
service for Andover residents. 

“Frontline is pleased to help present 
the emergency response system to the 
Merrimack Valley,’ said John Felci, 
Frontline Ambulance director of market- 
ing and planning. “The Lifeguard system 
is unique because it is locally based. It 
has an advantage over other hospital sys- 
tems. When a hospital receives a distress 
call, they in turn must call an ambulance. 
The Lifeguard system eliminates this ex- 
tra step.” 

Further information on the Lifeguard 
Emergency Response System is available 
through the Holy Family Hospital social 
services department or the Andover 
Council on Aging.
